| must we at times take the candle of God’s

Self-examination is apt to be an occasi- 
onal and a very superficial work.

This 
is a wretched policy. “ He that covegeth 
his sins shall not prosper.” We cannot get 
rid of sin by any such process. It cannot 
be concealed ; it will not die out ; it cannot 
be outlived ; death will not cancel it. Where 
sin is harbored in the soul, suffered to live 
on without repentance or correction, what 
is there in death to destroy it? Nay the 
soul that comes_to death with cherished sin 
must needs go to judgmens without repent- 
ance and without pardon, Death works no 
such miraculous transformation. Let me 
not delude myself with such a thought. 
Search me, O God! 

Sometimes God searches us by an array 
of providences that expose us to ourselves ; 
he holds up on every side a mirror, and 
whichever way we turn some phase of our 
own heart is reflected upon us, Sometimes 
he deals directly with the heart, and-probes 
it gently but to the qhick; sometimes he 
tares it open with one. gaping wound, and 
as it lies quivering in its black deformity 
we must look on while conscience guided 
hy his hand lays bare this evil motive, this 
self-interest, tnis idolatrous afiection, this 
impure imagination, this envious desire, till 
as in the chambers of imagery that Ezekiel 
saw, we discover with us every abomina- 
tion. Such a searching is like the attempt 
to cleanse a well whose watef have be- 
come turbid and foul. You draw out a few 
buckets, and give time for the pure water 
to flow in and settle; you then draw again, 
but to your surprise it is still turbid; you 
empty bucket after bucket till a deluge of 
slime is heaped around you; the pure water 


is continually discolored ; and again and 
again must you empty it before it will send 
up a limpid pail, and reflect the clear azure 
of the overhanging sky.

Moral Suagion.

The above declaration, made by a mem- 
ber of the Massachusetts Sena‘e, relative to 
the liquog ‘traffic, has pasked into a kind of 
axiom, and is thought by syme to have great 
appositeness to men whe are engaged in 
this traffte.. We are not disposed to ques- 
tion the truth of the maxim as applied to 
men in genéral. Its truth:is verified in the 
effect which moral suasion has had in in- 
ducing so large a number of persons to 
abandon the traffic; but as applied to men 
who still -persist in c g on the busi- 
ness, and .to unpriuci “men in general, 
we deny its truth altogether. The maxim 
implies that there is a conscience in men in 
general do which moral suasion can and 
will act, which is in general true; but there 
is a class of men who have no conscience 
in relation: to particular acts ; their consci- 
ences “afte seared as with a hot iron.” 
They havg made up their tninds that it is 
for their énferest to pursge a particular 
course, and their interest ig their supreme, 
overning-motive, What ground is there 
or moral. suasion to act upon such men? 
The “inward condition” ‘of such men is 
as repelleyt to moral suasion, as a chick’s 
back is to: water, and the suasion ap- 
propriate to such men, is that of law. All 
admit tha?this is the kind of suasion adapt- 
ed to smugglers, thieves, gamblers, swind- 
lers, keepers of houses ill-fame, &c. 
And are not men who, with all the light 
which has been shed upon the liquor busi- 
ness, and all the moral sugsion which has 
been lost upon theni, continue to obtain a. 
living by destroying’ the property, mor- 
rals, the health, the happiness, and every- 
thing which is dear to mané—even body and 
soul—are:not such to be placed in the same 
category and subject to sitnilar suasion as 
the above; named offenders? Who are to 
administer this moral suagion? Temper- 
ance men? Is it easier fer a firm temper- 
ance whom the oclibe despises and 
hates, to induce him to abandon his busi- 
ness, than it is for the offi¢ers of the law to 
approach ‘him with the silegt but efficacious 
authority of the States, an¢ say to him, Sir, 
this is a husiness you mest quit or suffer 
the penalty! To us the qvestion is easily 
answered; and when the ‘penalty is made 
adequate to the offence ani the instruments 
or material of evil is made #vidence of guilt, 
what moral suasion, in that it is weak 
‘through the flesh, has nof and cannot do, 
the law will.— Vermont Ckronicle.

Throw away fear. Make no provision 
for retreat. Think only and solely of suc- 
céss, and the best and surest way of attain- 
ing it. Christian influence among us is 
feeble because Christian effort is small. 
And Christian effort is small because Chris- 
tian men underrate their power. It lies 
comparatively dormant. We are accom- 
plishing little because we undertake little. 
We have the courage to venture nothing. 
We use a wrong scale to calculate by. We 
measure the probable success of Christian 
effort by rules and standards burrowed from 
our ordinary business pursuits. And ever 
calculating on such a scale, our plans and 
projects for well-doing are narrow and in- 
adequate. We do not rise up and under- 
take what we sce and feel ought to be un- 
dertaken and accomplished, for fear we shall 
fail! Not so with the “children of this 
world.” Do théy believe that gold lies em- 
bedded hundreds or thousands of feet be- 
neath solid rock—they hesitate no more to 
go in to it than if it were covered by noth- 


ing but a heap of eand. 


Are the purposes of men to be subserved 
by bringing water down upon plains hith- 
erto parched and arid, it will be done. Not 


by the bucket full either—but men will go 
up into the highlands, and take captive 
some mountain torrent, and lead it down 
and let it pour itself with all its unfailing 
and enriching treasures over a whole coun- 
try. That is the scale on which business 
enterprises are planned and carried for- 


ward. 


But when we look for a corresponding 
boldness in Christian effort for the reforma- 
tion of character, and the salvation of souls, 
we find nothing of it. Something is attempt 
ed and sometbing is doing, but nothing cor- 


responding with the spirit or the wants of 


the times. Where shall a remedy be found! 


We answer in the awakened hearts of 
’ Christian men and women scattered over 


the State, mingled in numbers, greater or 
less in every community, from the Mexican 
to the Oregon line, and from the Pacific to 
the Sicrra Nevada. 

No matter if we are few in any one place, 
The smallacss of numbers is tenfold com- 
pensated by the inherent strength of our 


cause. We must feel conscious of that- 


strength, we must feel certain of it, and then 
act with entire self-commitment and bold- 
ness. Wherever we are we must make it 
a point that the Sabbath must be kept. 
And if we are irreproachable ourselves and 
persevere, we can carry our point. The 
public conscience is in our favor, and we 
may be certain that the favor of the Al- 
mighty is with us. 

We ought to lay it down as a settled mat- 
ter, that rum and whisky and gin and bran- 
dy, shall be excluded from our soil. Yea, 
even that, we ought to determine and bind 
ourselves to it beyond ali retreat. Does the 
idea seem Quixotic! Is it presumption to 
think of applying the axe to the heads of 
all+iquor and letting the earth drink 
up that flood of aqua mortis that is now 
guzzied down ten thousand throats! No! 
It is not Quixotic, or impracticable, if the 


Christian mind of the State determines tot 


have itso. There is life and victory in the 
very nature of the cause,and it requires 
only wzx, with true hearts, to achieve an 
entire triumph. It requires wzx who will 


utter the truth every where, and defend it, 


and stand by it, and not be out-talked or 
brow-beaten. It requires such men station- 
ed at every post—behind the counter, in the 
counting-room,.in the shop, by the rocker, 
at the machine, in the mill, on the farm, 
among promiscuous Companies, on steam 
boats, in stage coaches, in boarding-houses, 
around tables, in the streets, in social circles,

Mail Agent, at 
this city, who will forward them to Wash- 
ington, where they will be acted on, we 
hope, without delay. It is certainly a 
pity that power is not given to the Agent in 
California to answer these demands, sub- 
ject to subsequent approval at head-quar- 
ters. But such is not the case. Petitions 
should sct forth the route, naming the coun- 
ty, the places where offices are desired, and 
and the names of the offices proposed, sta- 
ting also, the number of inhabitants as near- 
ly as may be to be accommodated. 

A new mail route has been petitioned for 
from Benicia to Fremont, on which offices 
may be established at Suisun, (this office is 
already established,) Bacca Valley, Putta 
Creek, Cache Creek, Cache Creek Ferry, 
and Knight’s Landing, on the Sacramento. 

We are informed that if this route is not 
established already, it undoubtedly will be 
very soon, and whenever Mr. Goggin is ad- 
vised of it- from Washington, he will offer 
the contract for carrying the mail. The 
people living in the neighborhood of the 
route named, may therefore expect mail 
accommodations within three months.

We left Sacramento for this “gold cir, 
cled” city on Tuesday morning last, at half 
past four o'clock. The morning was cool 
and damp. An Englishman on our right 
took out his brandy bottle for “a pull,” to 
keep the chill off, ere we were fairly out of 
town. He was talkative man for the first 
few miles. There were others in the stage 
whose breath was less delicious than the 
morning air. We crossed the American 
river at the “middle ferry,” nine inside, 
and ere long found ourselves in the beauti- 
fully timbered and variegated plains be- 
yond. All went “mcrry as @ marriage 
bell,” till we were eight miles out, near the 
first watering place. Just before reaching 
the Star Hotel, we crossed a shallow brook, 
in the middle of which, a teamster had left 
his loaded wagon standing. A box of 
oranges on the top of the load, invited wa- 
tering mouths. Several passengers helped 
themselves. At the Hotel the teamster was 
fuund. Several offered him pay for the 
spvils. While some were dickering with 
him, and others “ practising at the bar,” the 
driver being in the house also, the horses 
attached to the stage, thinking it time to go, 
started off; moderately at first. The driver 
caught the wheel horse by the head, but 
not in time to bring them up, and was ob- 
liged to get clear himself. One gentleman 
was on the brake, in the act of getting in. 
He concluded to leave, and jumped off, and 
was whirled over, end forend. There were 
six of us in at the set off. The one on the 
front seat was too stupid to grasp the reins 
ere they were dragged down upon the 
ground. There was a deep slough a few 
rods ahead;and there we expected an upset. 
But we went straight through, and up the 
bank in fine order. The road was now 
pretty clear and level for a large distance. 
The horses were at the top of their speed, 
but kept the track nicely. We were three 
on the back seat; two of us on an ecclesias- 
tical errand,and the Englishman. The last 
soon got out on “ the boot,” at the back end. 
He either fell or jumped, sand we caught 
)just a glimpse of him dashed down with a 
violent concussion into the dirt. We were 
pretty eool before, but that fall upon the 
face decided us against jumping out. How- 
ever, as the road appeared winding and 
rougher ahead, ourself crawled out upon 
the boot, in order to be ready for a leap 
whenever the vehicle should take a whirl 


from the cvntre of gravity. But we were. 


soon out of danger. Providentially before 
we came to the rough ground, one of the 
wheel-horses stumbled and fell; the leader 
bars came loose ; one of the reins brought 
the leaders short round, and we fetched up 
in a rod or two, not far from the road. We 
sprang down at once and caught the lead- 
ers, others let the wheel-horse up, and there 
were, with no very serious damage done. 
The beautiful team of bays puffed mightily 
after their half-mile race.. All soon came 
up, those who got off while we were in mo- 
tion, got somewhat bruised and lamedy par- 
ticulafly the Engliishman. He was very 
quiet the remainder of the day, and we did 
not see him resort to the brandy any more. 
The oranges were not much praised after- 
ward, though our coolness was. We re- 
ceived neither oranges nor bruises. With 
the aid of straps, we were soon all right 
and went ahead ; the noble bays, (we affect 
fine horses,) seeming hardly the worse for 
wear. So much for our first California 
race, May we always come off as well." 

he country is in all its glory. The 
whole broad plain teems with floral riches 
The little swelling hillocks, erowned with 
blossoms of different hues from those in the 
intervals, give to the broad acres the ap- 
pearance of a vast sea of flowers, in all its 
tossing, waving beauty. The fresh verdure 
of the trees in the timber-belts, by the wa- 
ter-courses, is charming to the eye, and wild 
birds people them with life, and make them 
vocal with song.

body. 


Last Tuesday, the Senate took up the 
much talked of bill for a Convention to 
change our State Constitution. The discus 
sion of the measure was briefer and less 
warm than many had expected. The yeas 
and nays surprised us somewhat, for we 
found those voting against the measure, 
whom we had done the injustice to think fa- 
vored it. We give them all honor for taking 
ground against a proceeding uncalled for, 
needless, and liable to give rise to bicker- 
ings, agitations, and discussions, that could 
work only mischief, and involve us ina 
labyrinth of perils. We are heartily glad 
at this result, and so are hine-tenths of the 
people in this region and above us. The 
Senate improves upon acquaintance ; and 
its wise conservatism becomes more and 
more apparent. 

The “Cooly” question makes head. It 
has grown into sudden and great import- 
ance. Nothing can be more intense, not to 
say bitter and violent, than the feeling 


against any measure of that sort in the: 


mining counties. Now that the “ Cooly” 
bill is dead, the feeling takes a new direc- 
tion. It goes for driving all the Asiaties &c. 
out of the mines entirely. It will be satis- 
fied with nothing short of the entire prohi- 
bition, -by Legiflative enactment, of the 
coming of any more into the hills for gold- 
digging. The Governor has sent in a spe- 
cial message on the subject. A public 
meeting to discuss the matter was held in 
town last evening. The papers of this 
morning are full of it. The Legislature will 
not fail to pass some act in reference to it 
Confessedly, the subject is fraught with dif- 
ficulties. But the difficulties must be met. Let 
those whohave already came be dealt easily. 
with; but let no more foreigners come, 


‘solely to work in the mines. Freely admit all 


who come to be citizens—to be of us—to 
remain permanently in| the country—to 
adopt our habits and customs, learn our lan- 
guage, obey our laws, and be freemen, but 
receive none who come under contracts for 
labor, to toil for others, and not themselves, 
and to be removed at the option of those 
who sent them after our gold to fill their 
own coffers. This maydo. At all events it 
can be tried. 

There is scarcely a doubt, that the Legis- 
ture will adjourn. sinie die, on Monday, the 
3d of May. There is still much business to 
be done—some of it important—but such 
bodies know how to hurry matters the last 
three days—and they will no doubt get 
pretty well through. Both houses are so‘ 
thin, that it is difficultto keep a working 
quorum in attendance at all hours. The 
House has up to-day the bill that has passed 
the Senate repealing the Water Lot Bill No. 
1 of last year. Mr. Peachy is speaking 
against it. The lobby is quite full. The 
fate of the measure is involved in uncer- 
tainty, but the prospect of passing it im- 
proves. Your correspondent is not familiar 
enough with the subject to have any opin- 
ion on the merits of the case. 

Past evening we attended an exhibition of 
the Panorama of California, which has been 
recently gotten up in this city. We did not 
see the beginning, but we saw most of it; 
and certainly it is a very fine affair. The 
delineations are very correct, and any one 
will recognise the’ buildings and scenery he 
is familiar with.

quently met Louis Napoleon in English 
society, during his exile from Franee. And 
they must all have noticed one marked fea- 
ture of his character, which goes far to- 


wards explaining his reeent course. He was 
then, and is now, as thorough an enthusiast 
as any religious devotee or social reformer 
of the past or the present age. He has al- 
ways believed himself destined by- Heaven 
to revenge the defeat and renew the glories 
of the first Napoleon. In conversation du- 
ring his banishmeyt, he steadily spoke of 
himself as one marked out for great deeds, 
and of all the revolutions and troubles of 
France as only the preparation for his cer- 
tain advent. There was in his manner, 
while speaking of these things, nothing af. 
fected or overwrought, but an apparent sin. 
cerity and earnestness of conviction. He 
seemed to regard himself as distinetly set 
apart for that special work, and as only 
awaiting the time when Providence should 
open the door for him to enter upon its per- 
formance, 

This view of his character explains the 
apparent madness of his vieoeedl attempts 
at the invasion of France. While exiled 
from its dominions, powerless, friendless, 
and destitute of resources, he entered France 
under the expectation that her people would 
instantly rally around his and 
place him at the head of public affairs. Not 
a thought of failure seems to have disturbed 
Lin, nor a moment's apprehension that he 
inight lose his head in the enterprise. And 
so throughout his imprisonment he preserv- 
ed the same impassable equanimity, relying 
upon the same ultimate destiny, and consid- 
erliig past failures as only temporary inter- 
ruptions of the great designs which Provi- 
dence had in store for him. 

‘This view of his character certainly ex- 
plains his past conduct better than any oth- 
er. And it may also throw some light upon 
his intentions and probable career in the 
future. During his exile he-repeatedly 
spoke of himself destined to retrieve the 
disaster of Waterloo. Not long after his 
election as Tyesident, he spoke of that as 
the great blot upon the French escutcheon 
—the only disgrace which had never been 
wiped away. Not long before his usurpa- 
tion, he addressed the army, as involved 
with him in that great calamity, and as 
bound together by a common necessity for 
its retrieval. ‘Thiers, not long agp, publish- 
ed a remark made by Louis Napoleon, in 
couversation with him, that he thought a 
foreign war expedient and essential for 
France. And a thousand minute incidents, 


current events, combine to show that the 
fanaticism which raised him to poWer still 
stimulates and- guides him in its exercise. 
Ife still believes himself the legitimate suc- 
cessor of Napoleon—the inheritor of his 
glory—the ultor ex ossibus upon whom de- 
volves the duty of revenging his wrongs 
and reestablishing the supremacy of his 
name. 

What this bodes for the prolonged peace 
of Europe, every one can judge for himself. 
With a madman on the Frénch throne, or- 
dinary calculations of the future are vssen- 
tially deranged.—N. Y. Times. 


Ministers’s Wives. 

Society is a concrete intelligence, an in- 
definite aggregate humanity of ‘large ex- 
ceptions.” It expects the “ good time com- 
ing,’ progress in all that is good and great, 
and an undefined amount of service from 
the wives of the pastors of the churches, 
forgetting meanwhile that these same ladies 
have a lively interest in the good time com- 
ing, and would like to make a little pro- 
gress on their own hook. A pastor is hired 
to preach to a respectable church for from 
$300 to $1000 a year, depending on the 
wealih of the organization and the expen- 
siveness of living. ‘This is poor pay for 
well trained and industrious brains, but it 
keeps body and soul togetner, though the 
library stands a poor chance for reinforce- 
ments and the children for toggery. 

This hires the pastor; but, somehow or 
other, people have an idea that it hires the 
pastor's wife as well. From the day she 
enters the parish she is a marked woman. 
Her dress is expected to be of the most 
saint'y pattern. ‘The color of a riband may 
endanger the peace of the whole commu- 
nity, and the sporting of a feather would 
call for the service of an ecclesiastical coun- 
cil. She must be the best woman in the 
world, the head of all benevolent enter- 
prises, Sunday schools, ladies’ fairs for pro- 
curing flannel shirts for Hottentots, sewing 
circles, Bible classes, &e. She must be the 
politest woman in the world, receiving calls 
at all times, and visiting from house to 
house, and making herself generally agree- 
able. She must be the most exemplary wo- 
man in the world, never ing above the 
prescribed key. In short, she must be the 
paragon of all excellence, and possess a con- 
stitution like a horse, patience like an ox, 
and good nature like a puppy, to meet the 
wishes of what Carlyle would probably call 
the Expectational Epoch in the Sublime 
Cosmos. And why! Simply because her 
over-worked husband has consented to do 
a most important, a most holy work for un- 
der pay. 

We appreciate fully the desirableness of

Swedish Laws with respect to Intoxication. 
The laws against intoxication are enfor- 
ced with great rigor in Sweden. Whoever 
is seen drunk, is fined, for the first offence, 
three dollars; for the second, six ; for the 
third and fourth, a still larger, and is also 
deprived of the right of voting at elections, 
and of being appointed a representative. 
He is, besides, publicly exposed in the par- 
ish church on the following Sunday. If 
the same individual is found committing the 
same offence a fifth time, he is shut up in 
the house of correction, and condemned to 
six months’ hard labor; if heis again guil- 
ty, toa twelve months’ punishment of a 
similar description. 
been committed in public, such as at a fair, 
an auction, &c., the fine is doubled ; and 
if the offender has made his appearance at 


vere. Whoever is convicted of having in- 
duced another to intoxicate himeelf is fined 
three dollars, which sum@y doubled if the 
person is a mimor. An @éelesiastic who 
falls into this offence, loses his benefice ; if 
he isa layman who occupies any consider- 
able post, his functions arg suspended, and 
perhaps he is dismissed. Drunkenness is 
never admitted as an excuse for any crime ; 
and whoever dies when drank is buried ig- 
nominiously, and deprived of the prayers of 
the church. It is forbidden to give, and 
more explicitly to sell, any spirituous liquors 
to students, workmen, servants, apprentices, 
or private soldiers. Whoever is observed 
drunk in the streets, or making a noise ina 
tavern, is sure to be taken to prison and de- 
tained until sober; without, however, be- 
ing on that account exempted from the 
fines. One half of these fines go to the 
informers, who are generally police offi- 
cers, the other half to the poor. If the de- 
linquent has no money, he is kept in prison 
until some one pays for him, or until he 
has worked out his enlargement. Twice 
a year these ordinances are read aloud from 
the pulpit by the clergy ; and every tavern 
keeper is bound under a penalty of a heavy 
fine, to have a copy of them hung up in the 
principal rooms of his house. 

These Swedish laws are far in advance 
of those of any other nation. If Great 
Britain would enact the like, she would be 
much happier in every respect, and we might 
well take the example ourselves, ~ 


Ax amateur chemist of Nottingham, 
while engaged recently in testing the Chev- 
alier Claussen’s chemical process of making 
cotton, not having any flax straw at hand, 
tried it upon oat straw. To his astonish- 
ment, after the silica and gums, which en- 
ter into the composition of oat straw in 
greater proportions than in flax, had been 
dissolved, he obtained a large quantity of 
good cotton. The opinion he formed from 


co.nmon straws of this country may be 
profitably coaverted into cotton, thereby 
adding to the certainty and abundance of 
our future supplies.
